A meeting 
was held in the M. E. 


church last Friday evening to consider 
the proposition of erecting a new M. 
E. church in Jackson. 
The present 


structure has done service for over 30 
years. Itis sadly out of repair. 
The 


sills and supports have rotted badly, 
and the ringing of the bell causes a jar 
throughout the building. The meet- 
ing was attended 
by the prominent 


men of the church, 
and the present 


pastor, Rev. 6. H. Van Vliet, and the 
former pastor, Rev. F. A.Morrow. It 
was contended jthat It would cost at 
least $500 to repair the present 
build- 


ing, and to attempt to move it to a site 
adjoining would be apt torack itso as 
to involve a much greater, cost. 
The 


question of building of wood or brick 
was also considered. 
A brick church 


would cost over $5000, and it was said 
that 
a contribution 
of 
$1000 
was 


promised from one citizen if such a 
course 
was decided upon. 
It would 


not be necessary 
to raise allthe money 


at once, for one half the amount might 
be borrowed at a low rate of interest. 
The sentiment 
was favorable to the 


more 
substantial 
structure, 
but 
we 


understand no definite conclusion 
was 


arrived at as to whether the building 
shall be of brick orstone. Designs have 
been sent for fromPhiladelphia. 


There was some opposition to this 


plan, as It was thought, after giving 
over $3000 toward this object within 
the past year, it was hardly right to 
call upon the people to 
contribute 


more. Inthe opinion of some present 
it was deemed the better plan, to get 
out of the whole business 
by disposing 


of the plant for whatever it would 
bring,, and paying off the debt with 
the proceeds, 
turning over any balance 


that might remain to the county. 


However, the meeting determined to 


try another subscription list. The list 
was opened for subscriptions 
at once. 
Mr.Raggio started the ball witha do- 
nation of $75, to be divided in three 
sums of $25 each to each of the town- 
ships, 
one, 
two and 
four. 
Other 


amounts were subscribed, 
bringing up 


the total to about $150. 


The soliciting committee has 
not 


been named so far. 


The meeting then adjourned to meet 


at the call of the chair. 


Amotion was then made, 
assuming 


that the county would accept the-re- 
sponsibility for the amount due on the 
oiltreatment, that a committee be ap- 
pointed ineach' township concerned 
to 


solicit subscriptions for the balance of 
the indebtedness, 
amounting 
to less 


than $600, the claim of Ross 
Morgan 


having been first rejected. 
This was 


carried by a rising vote. 


The knotty question of disposing ,of 


the indebtedness 
was next 
tackled. 


After some desultory 
talk, Jas. 
Jay 


Wright 
suggested 
that 
the county 


might assume the indebtedness 
created 


by the oil experiment, 
amounting 
to 


over $300, and moved that a committee 
be appointed to present the matter 
to 


the board at its next meeting. 
The 


motion was carried. 
The chairman 


named several to act on the committee, 
but all declined the honor, 
except 


Judge Rust. 


It was also stated that the under- 


standing, 
when the county 
donated 


$1000 to the sprinkling fund, 
was that 


the citizens were to provide the plant, 
and bear the cost of sprinkling for the 
first season, and after, that the plant, 
free of debt presumably, 
should revert- 


to the county. 


The second meeting to devise ways 


and means to lift the Indebtedness 
in- 


curred in the sprinkling experiment's 
last summer on the lone and Sutter 
Creek roads 
was |held in the super- 


visor's room Monday evening.
